DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

• Species I: [encompassed by, but notably not defined by, claims 33-35]. 
Method of exposing a conductive structure comprising "reducing a 
thickness" of a material layer in which the conductive structure is 
embedded. 

• Species II: [encompassed by, but notably not defined by, claims 1-32], 
Method of forming a "solder mask" to control height of conductive 
structures formed on a device through apertures in the "mask". 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 33 is generic.
